Specification 

1 . The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608. 01(o). Coixection of the 
following is required: The limitation of Claim 2, that the solvent can be methyl alcohol, ethyl 
alcohol, or isopropyl alcohol is not described in the specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S .C. 1 12: 

The spccilicalion shall conclude w ith one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter w hich the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second pai-agraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to panicularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 2 is \ ague and indefinite since it is not clear if the pFl requirements are only in 
reference to the water soK ent or also with the alcohol soh ents Please clarify if the pf 1 
limitations arc required w ith the alcohol solvents

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6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
cited or reviewed by the examiner teaches or fairly suggests preparing a chemically bonded 
ceramic, where the sluiTy of the hydroxide ceramic is heated to produce a dehydrated oxide 
ceramic and then impregnating the dehydrated oxide ceramic with a phosphating agent and heat 
treating to seal the pores in the ceramic.
